Secretary Knox Is of Op inion That 
Mex ican Gov ernment Will Do Ev ery ­ 
thing Necessary to Protect Ameri­ 
can Interests From Attacks of Un­ 
ruly M obs— Mex ican Ambassador 
Protests Ag ainst Ly nching . 


Washing ton, 
Nov . 
11. — An 
anti- 
American demonstration in 
Mex ico 
01 ty has been rep orted to the state de­ 
p artment by Henry Lane Wilson, am­ 
bassador to Mex ico. The office of the 
Mex ico Herald, he said, was stoned. 
Crowds g athered, he added, in front of 
the municip al p alace and in p assing 
throug h San Francisco street tore 
down the American flag and assaulted 
sev eral American citizens, including 
the ambassador’s son. 
The disorder, 
be continued, was caused by inflam­ 
matory editorials in Mex ican newsp a­ 
p ers up on the 
burning of Antonio 
Rodrig uez, a Mex ican, for lap e and 
murder of an American woman at 
Rock Sp ring , Tex ., on Nov . 3. 
It is believ ed here that the disorder 
is of a temp orary character and will 
not last for more than a few day s. 
It 
1s ex p ected that the Mex ican g ov ern­ 
ment 
v ent 
to p rotect Arbassador Wilson arid the 
embassy staff. 
Sev eral American es­ 
tablishments and hotels, Amabassador 
Wilson, said, were sacked by the mob. 
Secretary Knox is not disp osed to 
reg ard the riots as of sufficient im­ 
p ortance to warrant any unusual dip ­ 
lomatic action. 
He is confident that 
President Diaz will take adequate p o­ 
lice measures to restore order and p ro­ 
tect American interests. 
Francisco Leon De La Barra, the 
Mex ican ambassador to the United 
States, had a conference with Secre­ 
tary Knox . Ambassador De La Barra 
has filed a p rotest ag ainst the burning 
of the Mex ican at Rock Sp ring s, and 
the state dep artment has asked the 
g ov ernor of Tex as to inv estig ate the 
incident.

Mex ico City , Nov . 
11.—Declaring 
that Americans would he secure in the 
Mex ican cap ital or any other p lace in 
Mex ico if soldiers could g iv e them 
security . President Diaz of Mex ico or­ 
dered his nep hew, Felix Diaz, chief of 
p olice of Mex ico, to double his g uards 
and p atrol ev ery street of the nation’s 
cap ital with men enoug h to p ut down 
any disturbance. 
General Diaz did 
this without consulting with the g ov ­ 
ernor of the federal district, because 
of the action of the g ov ernor in watch­ 
ing the rioting of Mex ican students 
and not only doing nothing to p rev ent 
their assaults on Americans, including 
the son of American Ambassador Wil­ 
son. but actuallly commending them in 
a sp eech. This is cited as an ex amp le 
of the hatred held by many Mex icans 
ev en in hig h p laces, for Americans and 
p resag es a condition that is ex p ected 
some day to become most serious for 
citizens of the United States in this 
country . 
At p resent President Diaz 
is determined to g iv e p rotection and 
p reserv e order.

Two Econ omical Meth ods De­ 


scribed by an Expert. 


VERY LITTLE SAND NEEDED. 


Screened Grav el Is the Most Suitable 
Material to Use—Winter Treatment 
Considered the Cheap er—Adv ice on 
the Mending of Hig hway s. 


Rep resentativ e William W. Cocks of 
Long Island, who has built sev eral 
g rav el roads and has found them v ery 
satisfactory , tells how they can be con­ 
structed economically . 
“To the minds of most p eop le,” he 
say s, "when we sp eak of a g rav el 
road comes the idea of coarse sand, 
such as they hav e seen dump ed on the 
road from time to time and frequently 
in such quantities that it did not mix 
p rop erly with the loam, and hence 
there was a soft, sandy road, which is 
the worst road in the world for haul­ 
ing heav y loads ov er. 
What i mean 
by a g rav el road is screened g rav el or 
g rav el that may be found in some 
hanks that would be suitable for road 
construction without screening , blit it 
should not contain ov er lo p er cent of 
sand in most instauces unless one 
were to use a v ery thin coat and ov er 
a road that was of v ery deep loam, 
when it would be well enoug h to allow 
a little larg er p ercentag e of sand, but 
otherwise I p refer it to carry as little 
sand as p ossible. 
"There are two methods in which 
this kind of road could he constructed. 
One is by the formation of a trench, j 
treating it v ery much as we do a road ! 
for macadam and then p utting in the 
g rav el about eig ht inches deep mix ed 
with a little loam or clay , and I be­ 
liev e that now it would be wise to p ut 
some tar on the top course, 
in the 
construction of this road I would lay 
it in two courses, p rov ided I were g o­ 
ing to use tar in the up p er course. 
There would be sotue difficulty in g et

and use a roller. 
By far the most eco­ 
nomical way to build a g rav el road is 
to sp read about two inches on the or­ 
dinary surface of a road that has been 
p rev iously cleared of all dead and 
woru out material that would nev er 
p ack ag ain and then p low the road 
and p ut the g rav el on about three or 
four inches deep and just allow the 
tratfic to work it in and hav e a man 
continuously along the road for two 
or three weeks with a rake to fill in 
the ruts and p ick out any of the too 
larg e g rav el stones, as the top surface 
should contain no stones larg er than a 
hickory nut. 
“Another 
method 
of constructing 
this road which would be still more 
economical would be to sp read the 
g rav el on in Nov ember or December. 
Sp read it ov er the road about two or 
three inches deep and rep eat during 
the winter m s the traffic works it into 
the mud. 
I am assuming now that 
we hav e a road that would g et muddy 
in the winter time and one that would 
hav e a clay or loam bottom or a larg e 
p ercentag e of loaHt 
If we are to deal 
with a sandy road it will be necessary 
to p ut a considerable p ercentag e of 
clay or loam with the sand p rior to 
the sp reading of the g rav el. 
I hav e 
built quite a number of p ieces of road 
in this manner, by p utting the g rav el 
on during the winter, and they hav e 
been v ery satisfactory . 
"One of the g reatest difficulties with 
a g reat many p eop le in mending roads, 
in my Judg ment, is that they endeav or 
to p atch up the road instead of p low­ 
ing it up and letting the whole mass 
settle at once. 
Some p eop le hav e an 
idea that traffic will make a road lev el 
Traffic will mash down some lump s 
and some of the coarse g rav el, but if 
the material Is not ev enly sp read or 
the road not p rop erly g raded when it 
is constructed it will g row worse—that 
is, more une****n—as time g oes on. It is 
time well sp ent in the g rading of a 
new road to g o ov er it innumerable 
times with a road machine in order 
that the g rade may be made p erfect in 
the beg inning , and I know of a g reat 
many roads in Nassau and Suffolk 
counties. New York, now which, if they 
could be p lowed up and hav e a little 
sand p ut in some p laces and a little 
loam in others, then be thoroug hly 
g raded with a road machine and hav e 
a little g rav el added during the winter, 
would be g ood all the y ear round for 
wag ons or automobiles, and if they 
were oiled they could be rendered just 
as dust p roof as a macadam road.”
